Applicant's arguments filed 03/20/03 are not persuasive. 



Applicant's argument that there is no reason to combine the funnel shape 



manifold of Taub with the dual ink chamber of Leban, is not persuasive. The Applicant 
states that the Examiner agrees that Leban does not teach an ink manifold. The 
Examiner did not make this statement. The Examiner stated that Leban does a channel 
in the substrate for supplying ink, which corresponds to the claimed manifold, but is 
silent as to the shape of the channel. Taub provides a clear motivation as to why one of 
ordinary skill in the art would to provide an ink feed channel having a funnel shape. 
Therefore, the combination of Leban and Taub is appropriate and teaches the claimed 
invention.
